When it comes to day-drink- 
ing, Bill Krejci knows a thing 
or two about moderation. 

After all, he is the Midwest 
head coach of the U.S. Beer 
Drinking Team-a national 
network of beer aficionados 
who’ve seen their fair share of 
pub crawls and beer tastings. 

“The No. 1 thing I recom- 
mend for day-drinking, espe- 
cially in the summer, is drink 
water at a 2-1 ratio,’’ he said. 

“For every two beers, have some water.’’ 

Krejci says one of the biggest miscon- 
ceptions is that beer is hydrating you, 
when it’s actually doing the opposite. Pop 


is not the remedy, either. 

He also turns to bread 
and crackers to fend off a 
hangover. 

Take it easy on high-alco- 
hol beers, such as India pale 
ales, he says, or you won’t 
make it all day. And when go- 
ing the cocktail route, don’t 
mix liquors, like having a 
gin and tonic followed by a 
vodka soda. 

“My worst hangovers are 
when I mix stuff, whether it’s beer and wine 
or beer and liquor,’’ Krejci said. “When I start 
off with beer and switch to bourbon, that’s 
when I get in trouble.’’ j.l.

*Kennedys’

The main problem 
with “The Kennedys,” 
the rumor-plagued se- 
ries that was rejected 
by the History Channel before landing at Reel- 
zChannel, is not one of politics or even accuracy 
but of scope. 

It is impossible to tell the story of this iconic fam- 
ily even in eight parts, even by limiting the timeline, 
as creators Stephen Kronish and Joel Surnowhave 
done. There is too much back story too many im- 
portant events and too many Kennedys. 

Kronish addresses the last of these problems 
simply by cutting the family in half “The Ken- 
nedys” that the title refers to are Joe Sr. (Tom 
Wilkinson), Rose (Diana Hardcastle), John F. (Greg 
Kinnear) and his wife, Jacqueline (Katie Holmes), 
Bobby (Barry Pepper) and his wife, Ethel (Kristin 
Booth). Patricia and Rosemary are seen briefly, but 
Kathleen, Eunice, Jean and Edward (Teddy) are 
never even mentioned. 

That is much more troubling than the various 
scenes of infldelity election “rigging,” mob connec- 


tions and drug use that apparently caused the con- 
troversy There is nothing in “The Kennedys” that 
hasn’t appeared before in reputable books. Aims 
and articles in the Kennedy-obsessed Vanity Fair. 

If it was the intention of producer Surnow, a 
political conservative, to sully the Kennedy name, 
he certainly went about it in a strange manner. 

Jack and Bobby emerge splendid, smart and heroic 
despite their flaws, and even Joe appears in the end 
guilty of little more than old-time campaign tactics. 

Wilkinson illuminates equally Joe’s hubris and 
desperate fear of failure, while, with his perpetu- 
ally worried eyes, Kinnear plays a JFK in constant 
pain— from his back, from his father’s expectations, 
from his own infidelities. Don Draper certainly 
never felt this guilty about getting a little on the side. 
Pepper delivers an Emmy-deserving performance, 
building a Bobby who becomes the family’s and the 
Kennedy administration’s spine of steel. 

The scenes among these three men alone are 
worth trying to find out if you get ReelzChannel. 
Unfortunately they are too often being moved 
through historical events as if they were chess 
pieces and are surrounded by a supporting cast not 
up to their level.

‘T rust’: The stranger side of strangers 


Shortly after turning 14, suburban Chi- 
cago freshman Annie (Liana Liberato) 
begins an online relationship with 
Charlie (Chris Henry Coffey), who 
gradually lets on that he’s not a teen- 
ager but really 20 —no, 
25, no, in his 40s. Their 
in-person meeting leads 
to a tragic incident that 
leaves Annie’s parents. 
Will (Clive Owen) and 
Lynn (Catherine Keener), wondering 
how to deal with the past and adjust for 
the future. 

The buzz: That’s quite a departure 
from David Schwimmer’s (“Friends”) 
last directorial effort, the mediocre 
comedy “Run Fatboy Run.” “Trust,” 
one of the better movies at the 2010 
Chicago International Film Festival, 
also cleverly avoids the monotony of 
characters typing away at the computer 
by having Annie and Charlie’s instant 


messages literally pop up on the screen. 

The verdict: Once the FBI gets 
involved, “Trust” threatens to go from 
character study to case study and 
become “To Catch a Predator: Chicago 
Edition.” The focus on Will’s broadly 
demonstrated guilt and lust for revenge 
also almost loses track of Annie’s emo- 
tional fallout, if not for the fantastic 
performance from Liberato. Of the 
many scary elements of “Trust” is that 
Annie’s not a reckless kid from a bro- 
ken home; she’s an average, vulnerable 
teenager who feels pressure to grow up 
and would rather share with an elec- 
tronic confidant than expose secrets to 
her loving, if less than diligent, parents. 
“Trust” neither sugarcoats the situation 
nor makes it feel specific enough to 
avoid coming off as a general caution- 
ary tale, but it’s certain to prompt 
necessary conversation among families.

Goliath: They’ve got one of the 
best programs of the past two 
decades, a future Hall of Fame 
coach and one of the nation’s 
top players In Kemba Walker. 

David: This UConn team was 
not highly touted to begin the 
season and finished 9-9 in the Big 
East. It took an inspired run in the 
conference tournament to earn a 
No. 3 seed in the NCAA tourney. 

Verdict: Goliath. UConn is a clas- 
sic example of the team that rides a hot 
streak from the end of the regular season 
into the Final Four. 


BUTLER r279; 

Goliath: With Its second Final Four in a 
row, Butler arguably is the most success- 
ful basketball team of the past two years. 
David: They lost star Gordon Hayward 
from last year’s Final Four team, and 
many pundits thought the Bulldogs 
would lose in the second round to Old 
Dominion. 

Verdict: David. The Bulldogs are still a 
No. 8 seed and a mid- major team, so they 
barely qualify for underdog status.

( 28 - 11 ) 

Goliath: Unlike Butler’s thrillers, VCU has 
beaten big-time opponents in convinc- 
ing fashion. 

David: The llth-seeded Rams’ 820-to-1 
odds of making the Final Four are among 
the longest in NCAA Tournament history. 
Verdict: David. Had YOU heard of 
them before? They weren’t even the 
most regarded team in their own city 
(Richmond) before last week.
